THE  MANUAL  EXERCISE. 

The  rifle  is  to  be  carried  in  the.  right  hand,  at 
arm's  length,  as  in  advanced  arms,-  the  cock  renting 
upon  the  Ijttle  finger,  the  thumb  upon  the  guard,  and 
fore-finger  under  it,  the  upper  part  of  the  barrel  close 
in  theAhollow  of  the  shoulder,  and  the  butt  pressing 
upon  the  thigh.  |n  / 

1st.  The  rifle  is  to  be  raised   about  two  inches  by 

the  right  hand,   and  brought  forward  a  little  from  the 

shoulder,  at  the  same  time  the  left  hand  is  brought 

r  briskly  across  the  body,  and  seizes  the  rifle  with  a 

full  grasp,  even  with  the  shoulder.  / 

23.  The  right  hand  brings  the  rifle  even  with  the 
face,  and  opposite  the  left  eye,  grasps  the  small  of 
stock,  turning  the  lock  outwards ;  the  left  hand  seizes 
it  by  the  stock,  so  that  the  little  finger  touches  the 
hammer-spring,  on  a  level  with  the  chin,  the  left 
elbow  close  to  the  butt. 

Sd.  The  rifle  is  brought  in  a  straight  line  to  th^ 
present^  the  cock  turned  inwards,  apd  even  with  the 
bottom  of  the  waistcoat,  the  right  foot  at  the  same 
instaaF  is  drawn  bac^  so  that  the  hollow  of  it  may 
touch  tho  left  heel,  lire  right-hand  holding  the  small

of  tho  itock  between  the  fore-finger  nnd  thumb,  the 
kniicklea  upwards,  'the  three  other  fingera  ihut  in  the

2d.  The  right  hand  quits  its  hold,  grasps  tho  riflo 
round  tho  muzzle,  and  brings  it  gently  to  the  ground, 
even  with  tho  too  of  the  right  fool,  the  wrist  pressing 
agamst  tho  side  and  elbow  ns  close  as  possil)le. 

3d.  The  left  hand  is  brought  as  before  on  the  left 
thigh. 


Shoulder  Arrni.  At  tho  word  **  xVrms,"-  the  riflo  is  thrown  at  once 
.  into  the  right  shoulder  by  a  jork  of  the  right  hand  ; 
the  loft  catches  it  till  tho  right  seizes  the  riflo  in  tho 
proper  place,  and  is  then  instantly  Urought  to  its 
original  position  on  the  left  thigh  ;  but  this  must  bo 
dono  with  tho  quickness  of  one  motion.

In  the  performance  of  this,  as  indeed  of  every 
other  motion,  the  greatest  care  is  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  the  riflo  falling  to  tho  ground,  :\».it  is  an  arm 
easily  damaged.

The  rifle  \i  thrown  six  inches  to  tho  front, 
bayonet   brought   back-handed    from   tho    scabb^ard 
locked  by  the  thumb  and  fore-finger  of  tho  left  hand 
and  the  rifle  brought  back  quickly  to  its  i>l^ce.

Tho  tide  is  brought  briskly  between  the  knees,  the 
lock  ill  and  guard  out ;  tho  bayonet  unlocked  by  the 
thumb  und  fore-fingor  of  tho  left  hand,  and  knocked 
off  by  tho  right,  at  which  time  it  is  returned  to  the 
scabbard,  directed  by  tho  thumb  of  the  loft  hand  on 
ilio  top  of  tho  scabbard,  when  the  riflo  and  leA  hand 
are  brought  to  their  proper  position. 

Tho  muzzle  is  bi  ought  to  the  front  at  the  extent  of 
tlio  right  arm,  the  elbow  resting  on  tho  hip,  the  hollow 
of  the  right  foot  brought  in  rear  of  the  left  heel,  and 
the  left  knco  bent.

2d.  The  soldier  half  facof  to  the  right,  and  in  the 
motion  lu-inga  down  the  rifle  to  a  horizontal  poiitioo, 
just  above  the  right  hip,  the  left  hand  tuppo'rta  it  at 
the  swell  of  the  atock,  the  elbow  resting  against  the 
stde,  the  right  thumb  against  the  hammer,  the 
knuckles  upwards,  and  elbow  pressing  against  the 
butt,  the  lock  inclining  a  little  to  the  body,  to  prevent 
tho  powder  from  fulling  out.  The  Officer  now  warns 
the  men,  in  going  through  the  loading  motions.

Thlppn  is  pushed  open  by  the  right  thumb,  the 
right  hand  then  seizes  tho  cartridge  with  the  three 
first  fingers. 

The  cartridge  is  brought  to  the  mouth,  and  placed 
between  the  two  first  right  double  teeth,  the  end 
twisted  off  and  brought  close  to  the  pan. 

The  priming  is  shaken  into  t^e  pan  ;  in  doing 
which,  to  S90  that  the  powder  is  properly  lodged,  the 
head  must  be  bent :  the  pan  is  shut  by  the  third  and 
little  finger,  the  right  hand  then  slides  behind  tho 
cock,  and  holds  the  small  part  of  the  stock  between 
the  third  and  little  finger,  and  ball  of  the  hand. 

The  soldier  half  faces  to  the  left:  the  rifle  is 
brought  to  tho  ground,  with  the  barrel  outwards,  by 
sliding  it  with  care  through  the  left  hand,  which  then 
seizes  it  near  the  muzzle,  the  thumb  stretched  along 
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lh«  ttock  {  tht  butt  if  pl«c«<t  tMtwoon  ihe  hoflU,  ih« 
barrel  boiwasa  lh«  kiiMi,  which  luutt  be  bant  for 
that  |iurpo«e:  tho  ciiiiri.lg*  is  put  into  tha  barrel,  and 
the  ramrod  sailed  with  the  ruro-fiiigvr  and  thumb  of 
the  right  hauU. 

Rod.  The  ramrod  \»  drawn  quite  out  b>  ilie  right  hand, 

the  loft  quits  tho  lino,  uiul  gruips  tho  ruiiirod  the 
brondih  uf  u  hand  from  the  bottom,  which  is  sunk 
oue  inch  4nto  tho  barrel. 

Hoai*.  The  cartridge  will  bo  forced  down  with  both  haudf, 

giving  two  distinct  strokoi  with  tho  rod  to  insuru  iti 
being  so,  tho  lufi  tkun  soir.es  tho  rido  about  >ix  iiichoi 
'  from  tho  muzslo,  tho  soldier  stands  upright  oguin, 
draws  out  tho  ramrod  with  tliu  right  haiid,  and  puts 
the  end  into  tho  pipo. 

Rttura.  Tho  ramrod  will  bo  roturnod  bjr  tho  right  hand, 

which  then  seizes  tho  riflo  bolow  tho  loQ. . 

Shouldsr.  The    right    hund    brings   the    riflo    to   the   right 

shoulder;  turning  tho  guard  outwards,  tho  lo^  seizes 
it  above  the*  hammor<spring  till  the  right  has  its 
proper  hold  round  the  small  of  tho  stock,  when  the 
left  is  di-awu  quick^jr  to  the  loft  thigh.

Bring  tho  riflo  wiib  one  brisk  motion  in  the  same 
position  as  ut  the  word  ;♦  Prirao  and  Load,"  placing 
tlie  thumb  of  tho  right  hand  on  the  cock  :  cock  the 
rifle„  then  grasp  tho  small  of  ihe  butt,  and  place  the 
fore-finger  on  the  swivel  nail,  three  fingers  grasping 
the  guard,  right  foot  drawn  back.

Raise  the  rifle  to  the  present  with  tho  fore-finger 
within  the  guard  ready  to  fire  ;  iii  this  too  much  pains 
cannot  be  taken  to  prevent  tlie  recruit  from  raising 
bis  rifle  with  a  jerk,  it  must  be  suflicie^tly  raised  so 
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liigh  ihRt  k«  najr  lay  lb*  rinht  cliMk  on  tli«  bull, 
wiitrout  (oo  much  atooping  iha  h«uJ  ;  parlirutar  car* 
miui  b«  takan  that  ih«  rocruii  io  this  potiiion  thutt  the 
laft  aye  in  taking  aina,  fho  uaa  of  ihe  aighta  boing 
praviuutly  aBptainiNJ,  «nd  takaa  his  objaei.         A
